Expenditures are not consid­ 
ered in connection with revenues; con­ 
gress does not require of tin* presi­ 
dent any carefully thought-out finan­ 
cial program representing what pro­ 
vision in Ids opinion should be made 
for meeting tile financial needs of the

Creates Bureau of the Budget. 
T h e hill the house has passed cre ­ 
ates In Hie office of the president a 
bureau of the budget, with a director 
at $10,000 per y e a r and an assistant 
director a t $7,500 per year. 
These offi­ 
cials are to in* appointed by the presi­ 
dent. 
No person appointed by the di­ 
rector is to be paid a salary In excels 
of $5.(88> a year, and not more than 
throe persons appointed by bim arc to 
be paid a salary at th at rate. 
AII em ­ 
ployees in 
the bureau 
whose 
com ­ 
pensation Is less than $5.(8R» a year 
are to be appointed from a list of d ig 
Bde* furnished by the
